Methods to 'Enhance 


Parcel Post Aid 


on 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
2 7 —Experts 
of the postoffice departm ent and the 
departm ent of agriculture are a t work 
on a series of investigations which 
they believe will accomplish more to­ 
w ard reducing the cost pf living than 
anything that has yet been proposed. 
T heir experiments contem plate the 
use of the parcel post In the trans­ 
portation of commodities of all kinds, 
including living, 
directly 
from 
the 
producer to the consumer. 
T here are two phases of the plan 
which they are working out for in­ 
creasing the usefulness of the parcel 
post in this way. 
The first of these 
is to evolve more satisfactory con­ 
tainers for eggs, butter, vegetables 
and other farm products desired 
to 
be sent directly from the farm to the 
individual kitchen by way of the par­ 
cel post. 
The second and more im ­ 
portant step to be taken in carrying 
out their policy is the development of 
a comprehensive system for dissem ­ 
inating information to consum ers as 
to where they can purchase within 
accessible distances the articles they 
need without going to the middleman, 
and also to the producer, inform ation 
as to the exact locations of individual 
m arkets for his products. 
A problem, the solution of 
which 
bears directly on the success of both 
phases of this plan is w hat experts 
call the “standardization of supply.” 
The dissemination 
of information 
as to the location of individual m ar­ 
kets for individual farm ers is to be 
undertaken by the postoffice depart­ 
m ent. 
The office of m arkets is in charge of 
C harles J. Brand, who is superintend­ 
ing the investigation looking toward 
the evolution of commodity contain­ 
ers especially adapted to parcel post 
transportation. 
Mr. B rand’s investi­ 
gation in regard to new types of egg 
containers practically has been com­ 
pleted.

WHIMS OFTHE AIR 


Curious and Rapid Changes In 
the Velocity of the Wind. 


HOLES IN THE ATMOSPHERE. 


THm« Danger Spot*, From the Avia­ 
tor*' Viewpoint, Are Born of the Al­ 
most Instantaneous Variations In tho 
Force of tho Aerial Currents. 


Since man bas provided himself with 
wings be has learned more astonishing 
things about the air than were dreamt 
ed of In his old philosophy. 
He bas 
bad to learn them in order to make 
traveling safe on his new aeriul high­ 
way. The wind was almost a complete 
mystery until aeronauts began to make 
close acquaintance with its strange 
moods and vagaries. The startling ex­ 
periences of aviators have stimulated 
the anemometrists—L e„ 
the 
wind 
measurers—to 
fresh 
investigations, 
which have bad surprising results. 
Consider, for instance, these things 
which have been found out by the 
Aerotechnic Institute of the University 
of Paris: 
If two anemometers (wind measur­ 
ers! are placed side by side about sev­ 
enty-two feet above the ground when a 
wind of from thirty-three to forty- 
eight feet per second Is blowing the 
most remarkable differences In tbe ve­ 
locity of the wind are observed. If the 
anemometers are only ten inches apart 
both usually show nearly the same 
wind velocity, but lf tbe distance be­ 
tween them is increased to about thir­ 
ty-two Inches one will sometimes show 
a wind velocity of ten feet per second 
more rapid than that shown by the 
other. 
But this difference lasts only 
for an instant 
If the distance be­ 
tween tbe anemometers Is increased to 
twenty-three or twenty-four feet the 
usual length of an aeroplane, the dif­ 
ferences In the velocity of the wind 
shown by them are occasionally enor 
(nous, but of very brief duration. This 
must clearly produce a racking effect 
upon an aeroplane, which may be dis 
nstrous, for one end of it may for a 
second or so experience a resistance 
double that felt at the other end. 
But this Is by no means all. Not only 
does the wind vary in this capricious 
fashion at places a few feet or a few 
yards apart but it varies with equal 
violence and suddenness at the same 
point, as is proved by fixing a single 
anemometer at a height of seventy 
five or eighty feet above the ground 
aud observing the successive changes 
In its indications of velocity. Thus it 
bas been found that a wind whose av­ 
erage velocity was about thirty-eight 
feet per second maintained that ve­ 
locity for as much as ten successive 
seconds and then in a second aud a 
half dropped to less than fourteen feet 
per second, which it maintained during 
two seconds, after which in the course 
of half a second it sprang up to a ve­ 
locity of fifty feet per second! It main­ 
tained the last mentioned velocity for 
only a single second. 
In another case tbe velocity of tbe 
wind rose In three-quarters of a second 
from twenty-six and one-quarter feet 
to fifty-seven and one-half feet per sec­ 
ond. 
Considering these facts, It Is no won 
der that aviators meet with strange 
accidents by running into what they 
call “holes in tbe air,” for the sustain­ 
ing force of the air, on account of tbe 
sudden variations of the wind, may 
almost Instantly lose half Its vulueand 
then with equal suddenness recover, or 
more than recover, its former power. 
Such things enable any one to under 
stand tbe peculiar perils that tbe avia 
tor bas to face. Even ordinary mortals 
know that tho wind is capricious, but 
to tbe navigator of the air it becomes 
sometimes a very demon, or a legion 
of demons, whose eccentric gambolings 
are as uncontrollable us they are uuex 
peeled. 
It took thousands of years for sea 
men to learn bow to face with un­ 
flinching hearts tbe vagaries of tbe 
ocean waves and currents and for 
shipbuilders to devise vessels that 
could defy them, but it seems likely 
that we In a few decades shall have 
mastered the caprices of the atmos­ 
phere and have produced airships that 
will safely ride the wildest wind. 
It is the advance of science that bas 
given us tbe great advantage which we 
I>0 8 * 0 8 8 over our predecessors iii over­ 
coming nature's obstacles, 
but 
in- 
lucrea.se of knowledge would not have 
served us lf there had been decrease 
of courage. Thut there bas been no 
such decrease is proved every duy by 
tho daring feats of aviators.—Garrett 
P. Servlss in Now York Journal.

have produced a bumper crop, accord­ 
ing to a recent statem ent made by e ! 
O. McCormick, vice-president of the 
Southern Pacific railroad. This year’s 
crop of oranges alone, according to 
Mr. McCormick, will be sufficient to 
provide a t least fifteen oranges 
fot 
every person in the United States. 
Estim ates at present place the Cal­ 
ifornia shipm ents at 40.000 cars, more 
than double th at of a year ago and 
more than has been sent east in any 
year in the life of the industry. 
The 
40.000 cars would average 400 
boxes 
each, and every box would contain be­ 
tween 90 and IOO oranges, making ap­ 
proximately a billion and a Half of or­ 
anges shipped.
